Houston, Oct. 9.—One of the meat 
desperate and fatal pistol duels in 
annals of this city occurred opposite the 
courthouse square yesterday afternoon. 
Two friends had a misunderstanding. 
Both had pistols. 
The mon Wore W al­ 
ter Malsch, justice of the peace, and Ben 
F. Kogans, who has lived here all his 
life. 
Both are dead. 
Tho trouble started in a saloon, after 
the meu had been talking of how long 
they had been friends, and where each 
had stood by the other in trouble in 
past years. 
There were four shots fired, as shown 
by the pistols of the two duelists. 
The 
meu were only about five feet apart 
when the shooting commenced, and 
thoy remained together in touch until 
both went down on the sidewalk. 
Bon Hogans was a Texan, born and 
reared in this city. 
Ile was a brother 
of Warrant Officer W. H. Hogans, who 
has for years been a member of the ]X> 
lice foroe of Houston. A wife and child 
survive him. 
Judge Walter Malsch was a native 
Texan also, aud had spent tho latter 
part of his life in this city. 
Formerly 
he was a railroader, working himself up 
from the freight service to the position 
of passenger conductor, serving last in 
that capacity on the Houston East and 
West Texas. 
For the last five years he 
held the position of justioe of the peace 
of preeint No. I, and his court had the 
reputation of being by far tho busiest in 
the oounty. 
At 8:86 o’olook Tuesday night Kogans 
died at his home on Milam street, clos­ 
ing the bloody tragedy enacted in the 
afternoon. 
In a difficulty here some 12 
years ago he shot and killed John Mel- 
linger, a business man of this oity. 
A 
few u ouths ago, in some trouble with 
a negro who came up here with a col­ 
ored organization from Galveston, he 
shot and killed the negro, and was to 
have been tried at the present term of 
the criminal court. He was out on bond. 
Several years ago he was a deputy sher­ 
iff under John J. Faut, aud was a cour­ 
ageous and tireless officer.
